The. Philosophical Approach

problems* The late Lloyd T. Douglas, in his book "The Magnificent Obsession" 

(one of the most significant novels to be writt^ on the subject of the law of 
Kama) has most truly said: "If a man harbours any eovt of a fear, it percolates 
throu^ the whole of his thinking, damages his personality, and makes him landlord 
to a ghcst." True understanding and practice of the Law of Kama can wipe out

Dr* M.C* Dodley, ef the Radioolsotope Laboratoxy at the UtSi Naval 

Hospital in St* ilbaiis, NiX*, has had the cotiragp to ohallenge the oxthodoxy 
of iQodoxn science in his recent book, NSW HlINCIFIlBb IN QUAl^TTS'I MECHANICS 
(Ssqposition Press, New Xork)* The following extracts wiU do more than an^ 
reviewer to set forth this chaUenge^ 

'■The ki^ to how scientists have misled thmselves, end therefore, the rest 
of manknoid, is in the wedding of Hathfsoatlcs and Philosoiiiy, end their adoption 
of the infant Sci^ce, circa 1600* In the following foiir chapters is given an 
anal^Tsis of the mental processes which bavo led us to conclusions that are so 
firiaily embedded in our consciousness as to bo ct»3sidered "scientific truths" b 
Xet these "truths" have never been observed by ai^ man. Strange creatures, wo 
hemo sapienst 

"But the fantastic, the fri^tening aspect of this very human fault is 
that those vdto so wholoheartediy accept tiie philosophical-mathematical explan¬ 
ation of the universe and its working parts, do not the lack of factual 
data which originally permitted the developaent of this school of thou^t*. 

Most have never read the original papers or popularized articles, long avail¬ 
able in En^Lish translations, of Lobachevsky, Himuann, Lorentz, Fitzgerald, 
liinkowBki, Weyl, Banstein. Modem students have not unemotionally examined 
the unprovable, unmeasurable propositions that are the bases of modem physical 
theory* 

"The experimentalist does not comprehend how the philosopher has suppl^ted 
data-taking by mathematical ^smibols and manipulations* Much easier to compute 
than to experiment and secure accurate datal 

"There were some men idto lived during the development of the basic postu¬ 
lates of modem theories who doubted the logic on which tliey rest* Moreover, 
these men resorted the \ise of prcototional methods of the market place, which 
were blatantly tised to fasten on the minds of men, at all levels of cultttre, 
what many considered to be a false sciesrtific doctrine* Certain of these men, 
having the courage of their ccatvlctions, pidxlijshed books reporting on various 
aspects of the situation as they saw it at first band. 

"To dismiss all such publications as the work of crackpots, as the railings 
of "cranks rebelling against Uxe fether-image of established authority", is to 
belittle the work of technically-trained men of high renown, respected in their 
fields of specialization* In order that students of the physical sciences 
know that there were (and are nowl) other views in fundamental physical theories 
than are presented in recent physics texts, there follow reviews of '^e more 
pertinent of these works. 

"Because scientists, mathematicians 333 d philosophers have for centuries 
wrestled with the idea of an absoluto, mathraiaticians have memmarlzed themselves 
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mU> bolisving that hy sotting up two freraea of refsi^ce, they hasro in some way 
eXimdnated the need for an absolute plana or point of reference* But hy the 
ayetem of two frames of reference, they establish the loost unstable points of 
z«ferenco • man Mms^UT'* Such egrtisml 

"If there is, or ever was, such a device of the devil, It is the mathemat¬ 
ical ccncepb of two frames of reference* For in following this Pied Piper, 
mathaaaticians and theoreticians actually describe two entirely new planes of 
esdetence, worlds built of iraaginaiy geometries end mental aberrations. Th^ 
have ^dius indeed deluded themselves into believing that '^man is the measure of 
all things, and there is no other measure". 

"Thus a^in we see how the minds of men, be th^ scientists, mathematicians 
or philosophers, can be swayed fay emphasis and selected data. The techniques of 
modem advertising and propaganda are centuries old, and under any other tmiBB 
especially effective if their devotees are convinced they are ri^it. 

"In reading the ];»pularized histories of relativity, one notes that ^en 
the Theory of Relativity wae first propoimded, only a dosen or so persons had i&e 
mental stature to understand the theory. Tacitly mad subtly, it out that 

these intellectual giants were so far removed from the gaanisn variety of sciant’^ 
lots viio objected to the theory, that the criticiem was but like the babbling of 
children. It is here’ that we see the beginnings of the most succossfUi and sus¬ 
tained applioatlon of the "big lie" jttvpeganda technique that nan has ever foisted 
upon himself. Repeatl Repeat i Repeat t Ignore or belittle cidtioisBi. 'Hrose vdio 
do not agree will pass. And a scimitific "fact", a "truth", becomes fast^ied in 
the minds of men at all levels of ciiLture. 

"Consider also that tlw» eminent German mathematioion, Hilbert, once defined 
matheomtics as a game played, according to certain rules, with meaningless marks 
on paper. The foUowing is addressed ^ the professional mathcoBaticisns: 7ou 
have dev^nped many coo^ccc games, played wli^ many unint^Hgifatle marks on paper. 
Tou tmve invented many new games, utlliving many '^narkera", "cbeckara" or %en". 

Tou have changed the rules of the game at will, and often in the middlo of the 
game. Tou, the professioinally-trained mathematicisns, are the only men who really 
understand what you are doing, and for that reascn most men stand in awe. Tour 
vanity is tickled, and you have found the anavror for that very human urge, a feeling 
of superiority. Tou have accpiired "sta'tc^". 

"These are some of you who doubt where you are heading, but the great, great 
majority are convinced that your course is correctly plotted. Are you prepared -to 
accept the responsibility should your navigation prove faulty? Tbs ^cperimentor, 
too busy being a hi^-levol technician and gadgeteer, has aitrusted his leadership 
to your hands. He is dealing not with marks on pieces of paper, but with forces 
that are bayund your co^uehension, unless you have actually observed a nuclear 
eatplosion. Are you and your craft prepared to stand before the bar of history end 
defend your present positicn? 

Bart Two of Dr. Dudley* s book deals with the consequences of the postulation 
of a particulate universe and the fact tdiat sudi a universe i-fould be ^lite consist¬ 
ent with that within which we live, and incidently, not nearly auch a mathematical 
monstrosity. 

It is unfortunate -Uiat Dr. OuUsy ttd not understand or was not prepared to 






accopb the fact pf the field nature of Tlnei hecauae this concept ccmbjned with 
the excellent work sot forth in thie bookj would have rounded out the pdctitre 
and offered a verjr much siiiUJler, more readily understandatle, and probably more 
realistic representation of the universe in idddh we live* 

For anyone who has sufficient scientific background to appreciate these 
things, this book is highly recoiODendod. It is laost disturbing, but maybe we 
ought to be disturbedl

Michael Cleary, an 16*year old student, idiile driving his car hose at 
11 p.m* on this clear, star>lit ni^t in Ottawa, noticed a very bxd^t light 
in the sl^, flying parallel to him. As he reached his home at Bonnie Croscent, 
the object flow west and wont over two other flying objects, believed to have 
been planes, after which it nmde a ISO^degree tom and cane beck to Bonnie 
Croscent at great speed* 

Fascinated, Michael watched it as it then flew east ovt'T the area where tho 
Queensway crosses Carling Avenue tdioro it made another ISO-^degrse tum and came 
back, flying parallel to the Queensway. Then si^enly, it made a 90-degreo turn, 
returned to Bonnie Crescent and hovored over Micliael^ s house. Ho promptly rushed 
inside the houso and got his binoculars throu^ which he later ot^erved the UFO 
for a3x>ub 12 minutes. 

Although unable in the darknees to distinguldi its shape, he estimated its 
siso as rou^iy "as large as a jet interceptor". Through the Mnoculare, he 
observed that the craft had three round windows in the following fonaation: c o 
through which lights wore turned on and off twice. The UTO made no soiaid 
idiils it was hovering, but Michael told a Topside reporter that ^en it had 
approached the house, it had made a sound "liks rushing of air in a wind tunnel". 

Eventually, the spaceship mdo a tight circle and Hew east, turning its 
lights on and off twice* It then made a 90«degree turn, finally disappearing to 
the west at top speed over the houses. 

There was another wil^ss to this sitting, a mature Ottawa citisMBi who, 
being a govemsent anplcyee, refused to give his name for publication. An interesting 
feature of this extraordinazy sighting was that earlier in the evening Michael Cleazy 
had been ccvicentreting very hard on seeing his first flying eaucer. He even wonders

Holland Group oarrioa tha I^ranid ciablem in cosufox^ty ulth its 
actiTitias in tha field of UFO public reOAtions and study ot Ufolosr. We 
have chpsm the pyramidal oonctruction because of its coasic sigpxficancs 
since Ufology will^ in tlmsj lead us back into the Coosos, and ue Should be 
prapaxod to face new conceptions, new laws and daily practice of these Isms, 
many of which are widely different from idiat we now Icnow on earth. Xo those 
Ti«ho are viewing it frcm our angle, we stress the urgency of jsaldng it an 
INDIVXmAL step-by-stsp progress, and our BuUstin is txying to hslp psopLe 
to got an iudiviiWl foothold on the way upj. 

Peraonally, we do not believe in organisation; therefore, the Holland 
Group is only a email one, la spite of this, we have found that thinge are 
"organising thems^ves and evex^hing falls into place nicely* Through the 
annual subscriptions, the widtor has been able to make throe filmetrips on 
thd subject of OTOs, vis., (1) Flying Saucers, (2} Flying Saucers, Then and 
How, and (3) Visitors from Outerapace •. Then and Now, which have been produced 
by the G.P.ImI*, a state-endowed documentary institute idiioh is closely coll¬ 
aborating with uo in the senee that these particular stripe are actually meant 
for use to the Dot^ echoals and are therefore being sold at rock-bottom prices 
to bring than within the reach of young people pf small means. That these 
stripe are not yet listed to the Dutch educational progreBme or being used on 
a large wale, is doe mainly to the lack of interest shown by our Dnteb school- 
teacbera for this Qiecial kind of Infoxmative material. Looking at the matter 
from a social an^e, we may have some understandtog for this lack of interest, 
as it may be based on fear of ridioule as long as orthodox science rejects the 
subject, or fear of suppression or presmue on the part of their principals, 
even to the extent of losing their Jobs, etc* It still takes courage to show 
interest to UFOs "profesoitaially", but even as a hobby, it is an out-^of-toa- 
common thing* For this reason, it is the more notewort^ that G.P.L.I*, an 
institute sobsidlzad by our tftolstxy of Education, Arts and Scirncs, asked us 
to handle their special "Touth PrograioBe for Space Education” back in 1959» 
an offer which we accepted with both hands and idx>leheartodly. 

Ih the meantime, our strips dealing with the fact "that space people 
visited our world to the dim past and are still doing so today" as ccncluded 
fxom various vestiges of written or carved dootSMUxtation, are very popular in 
foreign countrise* Kany space groups are using them now for educational puxv* 
poses. They were also shown to a national exhibition attended by thousands 
of people to the Fall of 19^, to Edinburg (Scotland) and to Vancouver (Canada) 
thanks to the wonderftiG. coUaltoration of our UFO coUoagues over there* These 
are facts to be tteoikful for* Your filmstrip maker liasn* t the faintest idea of 
exactly xiifaeafi. wiiera or who ore getting acquainted with these strips, but it so 
happens that she gets letters from all over the world, idiile sitting and working 
haxd in that "cute, little countiy by the Zoider Zee" I Yes, ay strips are 






travelling far and fast, and I m most gratsful fbr this* 

But even the strips are only pert of the pyramidal tauild*iip of our UPO 
programne. %ey deal with the subject of UFOs dn a roalieti-c way, yet indic¬ 
ating clearly the SPIRIT BEHIND THE MiTTElt for those vdto are conecioue of it* 

Such students may develop from there on, while others may linger on the 
material ptane until they too, get hold of the "greater things". As you will 
see from the diagram, our pyramid offers the student many an interesting point 
and, if properly handled, this is an ideal line £br spiritual 8elf-developt»nt. 
fftiils designing the pyramidal build-up, the t«riter has personally taken advant¬ 
age of all the steps ^ich lead to the top. If your telescope is good enou^, 
you may see me sitting on the step naosd "Philosophy", staring away into apace, 
waiting for an inspiration on how to bring to the people of the world that idiich 
has fascinated me so much. Like so many other UFO workers, I can eay that What 
was begun as a hobly, now semos to be the task of my life. 

COSMIC SCIENCE t There is no denying that thoae idio can reach the people 
world-wide have a great rosponsibility, playing an active part in the spiritual 
evolution of mankind. Promoting the pyramidal build-up for this kind of progress 
seems to us the sEifesb way* ^is coistructioa, standi^ on a broad basia, can 
never toi^Edje over. It stands firmly aa the ground, with its head touching the 
more subtle regions of the Uhiverse, with a "listening ear” to \diatevar Cosmic 
Science may come its way* 

Although Cosmic Science is our final objective, there ie no doying that 
it has beccrae a most dangerous thing. There are many tendencies today towards 
mental ctmfhsioD, started by what is called "comaic science", taught ty raentally- 
unbalsncod people, or abased for mere busimas ptrofit. Space people and their 
teachings, tdnther genuine or not, are "in” in many parts td* the world whers 
Ufology gains interest. While there is af^e proof that the space Peoples's 
teachings have founded great eivilinations in the past, we have equal proof now 
that people Who follow«up these so-called "apace teachings mer^y or mainly for 
the sake of sensaticm, may end up in a mental clinic sooe day* Th^ have no 
means of discriminating the genuine frcaa the non-genuine* Realising this great 
danger, we havo daoided not to 8dve3:tise these so-called apace teachings ^mr- 
ally, azsi to avoid all sorte of "space masters” or "asceni^ masters" speaking 
throu^ earth channels, tdio would contact us. Whatever the tendency that narks 
the cooling of the spaceships, we do nob believe that ua, as a people or even as 
individuals, are ready yet for anything other than the Ttechings of ihe Nazarine 
manifested the Ghidst 2000 years ago and Wlio is still ready to help ua, as a 
people and as individuals, to manifest the Christ-Wlthin ooraslvae. We think 
that sitting ea the top of the pyramid is tiie safest place to receive Kis teach¬

Unavoidable Interferanee 

One of the commonest oocurrenoes indleating the close px^seuce 
of a UFO Is tile unavoidable Interference with Sarth's radio, aleotrioal 
and electronic equipment, believed to bo brought about by the different 
force field In which the UFO operates^ Temporaxdly stalled cars, 'dead’ 
radios, distorted television screens and disrupted electronic equipment 
are among tiio features most frequently reported in a close encounter 
with a flying saucer. One of our oorraepondenta in Westford. Hass,, 
U.s.dH.f vihere thexv has been a record number of sightings tus year, 
tells us that When a UFO passes near her home, a moot extraordinaiy 
pattern of horizontal lines of small vee*s (thus: vwwwwvvwirvvv) 
appears on her televioion 8cz*een and tiiat frequently ^en she goea 
outside to inveotigate, there is the culprit UFOi Included among the 
many reports of the increased world-wide UFO activity in recent months 
are typical ones such as the report from Azores publlahed July 11 which 
reads! '*Flying Object Stops ifatbhes. A spokesman for Santa Karla Air¬ 
port daimed today that a nysterious flying object apparently stopped 
all eleotro-magnetio watches at the airport idien it flew slowly over 
the island yesterday. He said a vdilte oylindrioal object was seen 
flying slowly in a north-westerly direction at a height of 35,000 feet. 
Another report from Canbarra, Australia, published soon after Mariner II 
\fa8 photographing Kars, reads: '^Uld I^ysterioos Object Distort Mara 
Signals? A mysterious glowing object - hovering near Canberra Airport 
while the U*S» Mariner apace probe wae taking pictures of Mars - has 
baffled experts in Canberra. Six members of the traffic control tower 
crew said the object hung 6uiQ)snded at about 3|000 fact for ^ odmtes. 
It disappeared when an air force plana was sent out to identify it. 
Experts now are wondering if it was eolncld«ioa that the object was 
sii^ted Portly before nearby Udninbllla traoking station was sched¬ 
uled to pick up Mariner ^gnals. !llhe station had unucuol difficulty 
in looking on to Mariner at the time.**

evidence over the years that our apace vleltors are able to and aotuslly 
do use our electronic equipment to make tiiolr preewioe known to their 
earth barothers, to convey messagsa to trusted UFO workors on Earth, and 
for other opeclfio purposes.

watching a late, late movie on television and awoke several hours later 
to find himself staring at a strange, other-world face on his TV soreeni 
He was so scared, he snapped off the fV se^ - and sold it the next dsyi 
IQien there are cases of people hearing messages and eelsetlal music on 
their tape recorders. Only recently. Fate magazine published a letter 
received from Myra Use Hina of Sacramento, California, in idiioh she 
etated that while attempting to record a new song she hod created with 







the help of numarolog 7 t i.a «9 "mtes fonaiiig the vibration of each 
word''> on a brand-new tape bought at a local storo, ehe proceeded to 
pick the notes out on an organ and sing them on to the tape. She goes 
on to Bays "I then went to tm^. off the tape recorder and found it had 
stopped. I reset It and played the notes over again, ^Aien I returned 
to the recorder to stop It, some sort of a fores field seemed to appear. 
1 could see It and feel it with my haMs* It gave me tiie same sensation 
as if I held two repelling magnots. Wondering why such a oondition 
existed, I stood and let the machine run on. iiQien 1 no longer felt tho 
force field, I ran the tape back to replay, ^ voice was clear, the 
notes were clear • but X was shooked beyond words when a beautiful 
orchestra began ploying the very theme X hod created, Xt lasted a long 
period, over 35 minutes. It is possible ttuit the recorder somehow 
picked up music out of the air, ^ere was no o^er instrument In the 
house, the tape was new and X ran It around 12 o^ clock midnl^t, iVe 
tried to repeat this strange incident several times, but nothing has 
happened, Xn addition to the mueio on the tape, a voice speaks in a 
language X never heard before. Several persons who have listened to 
the tape say they have a weird feeling while it Is playing,” 


VkLle, even with an open mind, we cannot, understandably, voudti 
for the veracity of all these claims, we can quote a couple of experl>« 
onoes of this nature which happeni^ lo our founder, the lata Wilbert 
B, Smith, during his long and intensive study of the UFO Kystexy, 

WBS, as most of you know, was first and foremost a scientist, am ho 
never aooepted anything without careful checks and oroas-chaoks and 
only this method was he reasonably sure of his ground. But undotibt-' 
edly, he received clear-out measagea and confirmations on a variety of 
80i«3itiflo and phiXosophioal matters from his space friends, the "Boys 
from Topside”, throat a zxumber of different media. One of these 
sources was a local ham radio operator Who, it must be clearly utressed, 
knew little If anything about HT. Smith's work or aclontlflc expcs^esats 
and moot of tiua massages he received ifor Wilbert Smith, on an unidenti*^ 
fled waveband, were completely unlntelli^ble to him althou^ they 
node a lot of sense to VB3. 

By this means and with the usual, requested oonfirmation from 
other sources, Wilbert Smith received a lot of invaluable guidance in 
his aol«itifio woz%. The most drunatio Incident, however, occurred 
when WBS and a small working party of Uie then Ottawa Hying ^ucer 
Club were preparing to teat out an esqwrimental machine they had built. 
Just prior to this test, the Boys from Topside tooke Into the ham radio 
opezator^s listening, blanking out all other stations snd repeating 
insistently that they had an urgent message for Wilbert Smith which 
the operator was to pass on to him without delay • EUid tMs he did. 

*3X0 message, eouohed in soientiflc terms, might be translated Into 
layman's language as saying that a certain flywheel in the experim«ital 
machine wo^d not stand the stress of ^e r.p.m, about to be placed on 
it and that it would Shatter under the strain; precautions Should be 
taken. Heeding this advice, WBS and his oo^^workers built a protective 
wooden covering around the maohino, after whioh they sot it In motion 
and, as predloted, the flywheel shattered, embedding the wooden boards 
with its ^irapnelS 


Another etrens# experience ooenrred during an exchange of tape 
reoordlng letters betveen WB8 and another UFO voricer in the U*8« At 
the time^ WB3 was In possession of certain acientific data the 

Boys fxont 'Topside had ashed him to keep confidential for the time being. 
Inadvertently 9 W6S,more by Impllcation tlian direct statffioent* let slip 
a few clues to this soientlflo problem In a tape«>letter to hie colleague. 
A week or so later^ ho reoeivod the tape back from his friend, with a 
message asking If ho would fill in the blank spaces on the tape. 

Puzzled, VBS exemlnsd the tape carefully and played It over, only to 
discover that In the places idiere he had let slip the tell-tale clues, 
the aou3tid had been neatly erased and there was a sll^tly sticky sub- 
otanoe on the tape in these areasi !ISie only possible oonoluoion he 
could reach was that it was the work of the B^a from Topside, 

Here then, are two authentic oases of the Space Brothers using 
our electronic equipment for a specific purpose. 


^oenfiy^^w^E^llsh magazine "Week-Sid" cai*ried ‘Uie following 
artible, and WUle It is wrlttim in a humorous, tongue-in-Cheek vein, 
ita writer may have been a lot closer to the truth than he imagined.

"Some 80lenti.ets even think that weird oraUklings sxul gibberish 
that occasionally break in on radio and T7 progzmnmea are really pirate 
programmes from other planets. And it Is true that scientific listen^ 
ing posts have taped scmie mighty odd sounds from space which could 
oomc from some sort of intelligence, somewhere In the Universe, 


"Back In Septffinber, 1?53» viewers all over fiigland were amazed 
when their screens suddenly carried the identification card and call 
letters of television station ELBE, in Houston, Texas, A freak occurr¬ 
ence? -that’s what the experts thought — until radio engineers tried 
to contact ELBE, thousands of miles away across the Atlantic, "Station 
ELBE," they were told, "hao been off the air for all of three years, 
and since that time no ELBE identification card has been shown," 

Where had that phantom picture been for three years? Why did It appear 
In England? And how did it get back from wherever it had been? 

Hobody knows. So If, tonight, you should see an unidentified object
